Any one who has had successful 
experience in cooking other fish, will 
have no difficulty in cookiugenrp in 
the same- way. Small fish are suit- 
able for frying, large ones for bak- 
ing or boiling. Immediately on the 
taking fioin the water, cut off the 
head ami clean. Cook a carp the 
same as you would any Other fish 
of the same size; and if you like I he- 
other fish thus prepared, you will 
be more than satisfied with the carp. 

Some people complain of carp 
being loo fal ; but much depends on 
the cooking. Have pleuty of lard, 
make it very I ot before you put 
in the fish, aud lot them fry perfect- 
ly brown, iheii they are a very fine, 
flavored lish. 

Dip in scalding water a second or 
two to loosen Ihe scales; split the 
fish open on the back, and cook 
them whole- in a covered vessel, if 
possible, after being salted and 
well dusted with com meal. Let 
tin- lard ho boiling hot when you 
put in the fish, otherwise- ihey will 
have a greasy taste. Fry slowly to 
a riclt brown, and serve hot 

Clean and wash the tisli, then 
sprinkle both the inside and out- 
aide well with salt ana pepper. 
Wrap in a sheet Oi white paper, 
Well buttered. Around this wrap a 
slie-c-l of newspaper, then dip the 
package, foi a few minutes, in cold 
water, and I'm. illy place it on a tied 
Of hot coals and cover with hot 
embers. In about half an hour, 
the " pepper carps" will be ready 
for the table. A layer of potatoes 
may be placed on the carp before 
the- embers are put on, if desired. 

Wiap the Hsh, when nicely clean- 
ed aud saltetl, in the cloth ; have a 
large ke>tllec of boiling water; coil 
the lish neatly In the kettle, and 
boil fifteen minutes or less, accord- 
ing to the size of the fish; then turn 
off the water, temoving to a baking- 
pan after removing the wrapping, 
and then put it In the stove, and 
bake to a nice brown, basting with 
butter gravy. A uioe dressing 
might occupy the interior of the 
Hsh, and the space- around the sides. 

Letting the fish lie salted over 
night in a cool place, makes the ftVsli 
more 111 in. For biking a good- 
sized fish, here is a recipe: Put it 
in a dripping-pan ; put little pieces 
of butter over il ; pour on a pint, or 
more of boiling water, and set it in 
the OVen. Baate frequently. If 
yon want a nice gravy for it, some 
ten or fiftt>oii minutes before taking 
Up, pour on a teacupfnl of swee-t 
cream. J. VooiLHUOT).

When a Servian widow wants a 
new husband, she hangsadollin her 
window. The doll gives fair warn- 
ing to any bachelor, who may chance 
to pass by. If a widow or a maiden 
is very anxious to marry, she also 
hangs a wreath of corn up on the 
■outside of the house. If the wreath 
is stolen, she will be married soon. 
If she is very, very anxious to wed, 
she haugs the wreath down quite low 
so it can be more easily reached. 
Servia is the only country where 
parents are not anxious to marry off 
their daughters, and want their sons 
to mate early. The reason is, all the 
women work in the field along with 
the men. When a son marries, he 
brings another helper home; if the 
daughter marries, she goes to her 
father-in law's fields to work. 

Women in Servia work long, and 
hard. The men regard them as in- 
ferior beings, and treat them so. At 
the table women are served last, 
after the men have had all the food 
thev wish. 

There are no rich folks in Servia, 
and outside the king's family, no 
titles. Domestic servants are un- 
known except in hotels, where Ger- 
mans are employed, for the Serb 
regards it beneath him or her to be 
an ' ' employe. ' ' 

That's why most of them farm, or 
raise pigs, which is the chief source 
of the small fortunes some of them 
have. 

The Serb is not very religious, 
and many go to church only when a 
picnic is held. 

Every grown man has the use of 
five acres of land, which cannot be 
taken from him. He may buy other 
land, but those five acres are "loan- 
ed" to him by the government, and 
the products of those acres can't be 
taken for debt. 

Belgrade, the capital, is the only 
city ; and it is becoming western in 
style, while the citizens are slowly 
moving toward European customs. 

Men wear loose trousers or knic- 
kerbockers of white frieze, and 
cardigan waistcoats with sleeves, 
lavishly embroidered. Women wear 
zouave jackets with loose sleeves, 
linen skirts, and two highly colored 
aprons, one in front and another be- 
hind. The aprons look something 
like small rugs 

The peasant married women- dress 
their hair so it projects in two great 
ram's horns over their foreheads. 
The unmarried girl wears a color- 
ed handkerchief over her head. The 
more " fashionable" women wear 
little red fezzes. 

While the Bulgers are sullen and 
quiet, the Montenegrins are quarrel- 
some, and noisy, the Serbs are 
merry, light-hearted, contented with 
very little and always wear smiles. 

King Peter, a widower with three 
children, has been ruler of Servia 
since Alexander I and his consort, 
Queen Draga, were murdered. . The 
crown prince, Alexander, is the 
second son, the first having renounc- 
ed his right to the throne. 

Servia is about half as large as In- 
diana in area; and has a population 
equal to New Jersey's It was over- 
run and settled by the Serbs in 636 
a.d., and struggled through vari- 
ous degrees of independence until it 
fell into the hands of the Moslem 
sultan in 1389. 

During the Turko- Russian war in 
1877, Servia took the field against 
Turkey, and was made an indepen- 
dent nation by the Berlin Congress 
in 1879. — Columbus Citizen.

in particular. To the deaf-mute 
his fellow-creatntes present, a simi- 
lar puzzle ten times more difficult. 
The men of science, aided by their 
own full set of senses, can make 
probable conjectures, though in 
some cases it is true even they have 
been driven to suppose the existence 
of a sense unknown to ns. The 
deaf-mute can conceive nothing of 
the intercommunication of the peo- 
ple about him. He sees li{M move 
and perceives the effect — compre- 
hension, laughter, tears, but the 
means is a mystery. Sight he can 
understand, and touch ; but what is 
this strange sense that carries mean- 
ing of a thousand shades across 
space and in the dark ? A man sits 
in a room and Homebody enters be- 
hind him ; the man neither sees nor 
nor touches the newcomer but. is 
fully aware of his entrance, knows 
who he is, and merely, because his 
lips have moved, why he has come. 
Or some inanimate object falls, still 
out of sight and touch, and tbe man 
knows instantly and turns to replace 
it. What is that ? You may talk 
of sound waves and the rest of it, 
bnt to one who has never heard a 
sound it is all meaningless. Ami so 
the deaf-mate, uncomprehending 
the mystery, is poignantly aware of 
a gulf of inferiority that separates 
him from the rest of tbe world, 
while the rest of the world scarce 
understands the sadness of bis 
plight.

LOST PLEASURES Of LIFE. 

Similarly, it is difficult for the or- 
dinary person, with whom hearing 
is a constant condition of life, to 
estimate the deprivation of familiar 
pleasures which the deaf-mute suf- 
fers. To put music entirely aside, 
can you easily comprehend what it 
is to be wholly unconscious of fami- 
liar voices — the voice of your mo- 
ther, yonr wife, or your child ? Not 
merely to have lost them, but never 
to have heard them, not to know 
what such things are? Often it re- 
quires some odd experience to bring 
us a glimpse of what the starvation 
of common little joys may mean; as 
when, some months ago, I saw a 
number of young deaf-mutes — most- 
ly girls, I think— dancing in a ball- 
room among hearing people ; flush- 
ed with an uncomprehending d< 
to be happy like the rest : jigging 
eagerly in a soundless world. 

Deafness opposes terrible obstacles 
to education — obstacles greater, 
again, than the hearing people real- 
ises ; and it is only within compa- 
ratively recent limes that any con- 
certed effort has been made to over- 
come them. Unlike tbe blind, 
whose speech places them in direct 
intercourse with the world and to 
whom almost all intellectual pur- 
suits are open, the born-deaf suffer 
under a menial calamity which it re- 
quires careful thought tor the hear- 
f'artly as a con- 
is, but partly for 
other and more obvious reasons, 
deaf mutes in poor circumstances 
are pnt to sore straits to earn a liv- 
ing ; so that except for the tf>vr who 
are born in well-to-do families the 
moat desperate and saddest poverty 
is added to the afflictions a\< 
suffered by all the deaf. Tin- 
trades they can practise, and they 
usually make excellent and indus- 
trious workmen ; but the difflcu!' 
in learning the trades and in secur- 
ing • hearing peo- 
ple when tt s are learnt, ob- 
vious as they seem, cannot be fully 
realised by those who have not 
closely studied the quest i 
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On the morning of June r6th, the 
soul of Homer Nichols Kockwood 
passed to the great beyond. In 
seven days more be would have 
completed eighty years of mortal 
life. In his death, the deaf have 
lost a generous and sympathetic 
friend, and those interested in pro- 
moting the welfare of the deaf are 
deprived of the genial fellowship of 
a most loveable comrade and co- 
worker. His interest in the deaf 
and in all enterprises on their be- 
half, was probably intensified, by fact 
that during many of his later years 
he was himself seriously incommod- 
ed by quite defective hearing, an 
affliction that he bore with com- 
. idable patience. 

While Mr. Lockwood's career was 
of the brilliant order, attracting 
wide attention and eliciting the ap- 
plause of multitudes, yet he occupied 
various positions ot responsibility 
and invariably fulfilled the duties 
which they involved with integrity 
and efficincy. Comparatively few 
men leave behind them so unblem- 
ished a record of modest and unas- 
suming and yet substantial useful 
ness. His deportment was cour- 
teous and genial, and his very pre- 
sence bore that peculiar charm 
I whose secret lies in the overflow of 
a kind and generous heart. 

For many years Mr. Lock wood 
was a valued member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Church Mission to 
Deaf- Mutes, and we, with whom he 
was thus associated, put upon record 
this tribute, to his memory, with 
gratitude for the good example he 
has left us, and with deep regret that 
we can no longer have the pleasure 
and benefit of his companionship.

The necessity fot freeing all in- 
stitutions for the deaf from the 
baneful influence of politics was the 
keynote sounded by Dr. Edward A. 
Fay, Vice president of Gallaudet 
College for the Deaf, Washington, 
, iu his address to-day before 
the Tenth Conference of Superin- 
tendents and Principals of Ameri- 
can Schools for the Deaf, which 
opened at the Indiana School, near 
the Fair grounds, yesterday after- 
noon. Incidental to that plea, Dr. 
Fay complimented Indiana as being 
one of the tevr States where this 
influence has never been exerted. 

" Not so very long ago," said the 
speaker, "the Superintendent of 
i he Ohio Institution was changed 
four times in five years. Olher 
States have witnessed similar- 
changes. Indiana is one of the 
States, few in number, in which 
the school has escaped the politi- 
cians. In Indiana it is even made 
a misdemeanor for any one to at- 
tempt, to use any influence over the 
Superintendent in the appointment 
of subordinates." 

Dr. Fay also urged thai state 
governments and the general pub- 
-hould realize that the students 
in schools for the deaf demanded 
different treatment from the in- 
mates of insane hospitals, prisons, 
reform schools, and other chari 
fable and penal institutions. With 
the appointment of better men to 
the state boards of control, he said, 
this attitude is changing. 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

"Compulsory Education of tbe 

Deaf" was the subject of Super- 
intendent James M. Tate, of the 
Minnesota State School fot the 
Deaf, in the second address of tbe 
morning. "The greed that de- 
mands the services of the deaf 
child before it has finished school, 
or sometimes the unwillingness of 
fond mothers to allow their children 
to leave borne, chiefly cause the 
inadequate education of the deaf," 
said Superintendent Tate. "In 
your own state, iu the last few 
years, one pupil in every three 
had dropped out before finishing 
school, he continued. "Last year 
forty pupils did not return, al- 
though many of them would have 
liked to do so. This is a common 
experience, here and elsewhere. 

"Thirty-two states have com- 
pulsory education laws for normal 
children, but only eighteen have 
such laws for th and often 

are not enforced in any sys- 
tematic way. These neglected, un- 
educated children, fill our jails, 
poor houses, asylums and other 
institutions. Compulsory educa- 
tion for tbem is a just and wise 
measure." 

Dr. J. N. Hurty, of the state 
board of health, who was to have 
red an addresss, was Unable 
to be present, but will speak at the 
Tuesday session. The afternoon 
program was to include an address, 
by Dr. John !•'.

Without training 
they have never had chances to be- 
come otherwise. Not being able to 
hear they have never learned to 
talk.

Intense heat yesterday drove dele- 
gates to the convention of superin- 
tendents and instructors of the deaf 
outdoors to hold their session. Tbe 
meeting was held on the lawn of 
the Indiana State School for the 
Deaf. Chapel exercises in the morn- 
ing were dispensed with. 

The afternoon meeting was de- 
voted largely to a discussion of 
"Moral and Religious Training." 
Among those who spoke were ■

son, of the Indiana Institution, K.

Currier, New York ; F. W. Booth, 
Iowa ; Laurens Walker, South 
Carolina ; and W. B. Montague, 
West Virginia. 

They agreed that, as superinten- 
dents, they should, as far as pos- 
sible, replace the parents of their 
wards and not depend on the home 
to train the l*oys and girls in moral 
and religious duties. Questions of 
morals by such as Sunday baseball, 
regarded different, in various com- 
munities, they decided, should be 
left to the pupils after training 
tbem to correct habits Of thinking. 
Dr. J. R Dobyns, of Mississippi, 
spoke on •' Care and Supervision 
and Children," pointing out that 
their success in life, to a great ex- 
tent, depends upon early training. 
Mr. Johnson had for his subject, 
"The Motto," referring to an in 
sorption over the floor of one the 
buildings, " Strong^ minds, sound 
bodies, good morals." 

Hours that should be devoted to 
academic and industrial training 
will he discussed to day. Gallaudet 
College, Washington, the only one 
in the world for the deaf, will be 
discussed, by its president, Percival 
Hail. 

Today's sessions will be held on 
the lawn of the school. No pro 
gram has been oulined ami it may 
be decided to spend tbe afternoon 
in an anto tour of the city or visits 
to other institutions.

VOTING BY PROXY. 

Blanks for proxy voting have been 
prepared, and will be mailed in a 
few days. 

The following rules have been 
authorized by the Executive Com- 
mittee : 

1. Printed blanks for proxies to be 
prepared, and sent to each member 
of the Association, and by him filled 
out and mailed to the person he 

1 res to cast his vote, and a dupli- 
cate notice to be sent sealed to the 
Committee on Credentials at Cleve- 
land, so a record will be available 
when the convention opens. 

2. A Committee on Credentials to 
be appointed at or before the meet- 
ing of the Convention, and all 
proxies to be reported to this com- 
mittee the first day of the conven 
tion for checking. 

3. Only paid up members will be 
allowed to vote, and the Committee 
on Credentials will check all proxies 
with the books of the treasurer. 

4. If the proxy holder should be 
prevented from attending the con- 
vention, he may delegate his proxies 
to a third person. 

5. A voter may recall his proxy 
by written notice to the Committee 
on Credentials any time before elec- 
tion/ 

6. As a rule proxies should be cast 
by a delegate from the state in which 
the voter resides, if one to be pre- 
sent; but the voter may, if he chose, 
give his vote to a member from 
another state. 

Note : In the rules as originally 
passed by the Executive Committee, 
some provisions were slightly dif- 
ferent, but the Chairman was 
authorized to make minor changes, 
according to his judgment. One 
provision called for sending dupli 
cates to the president; but objection 
was raised, and they will be sent 
sealed to the Committee on Creden- 
tials. 

A primary or straw ballot for of- 
ficers was also contemplated, but 
objection was raised, and it will be 
omitted.

The report of the Nebraska 
Alnmni Association appearing In 
tbe Journal of June 26th, showed 
that the attendants were pegging 
away in an effort to discredit out 
siders.

which the Nebraska deaf have 
hitherto i their education,

for Aged and Infirm Deaf." 

If the writers of that resolution 
had viewed the question broadly ; 
if they had thoroughly understood 
the principles upon which Pure 
Oralism are based, and the authority 
from which they proceed, they 
would not have betrayed themselves 
into what seems an act of un- 
wisdom, to say the least of it. The 
reunion would not have given ex- 
preseion to such utterances if it had 
been free and untrammelled by a 
-e of obligation for courtesies 
extended by the management of the 
school. 

Perhaps it knew that such a re- 
solution would not amount to any- 
thing, and out of good natnre 
thought it could throw a little top 
to Mr. Booth and his lovable wife 
without doing any particular harm. 
Surely, no barm can - 
! as it stirs up d.
